Emmet's Day exercises in Washing- 


ton were held in Masonic Temple. Folly 
2,000 people were present. Congress- 
man Brady, of Virginia, acted as Chair- 
man, and Congressman Woodburu, of 
Nevada, delivered the oration of the 
day. From the Irish World we take 
Ur. TVoodbnra's ipeech, which waa 
received with great applause: 


ME. PRESIDENT, LADIES AKD GENILE- 


tfsy: 
I regard it as a wholesome cus- 


tom for Irishmen to assemble in sweet 
communion to wreathe with flowers ol 
affection the memory of Ireland's young- 
cat and most gifted martyr, Kobert Em- 
met. History contains no name more 
lovingly enshrined in tha hearts of his 
ooantrymen, because of the hallowed 
recollections that cluster nround bis 
last, sad, dying hour. I do riot pretend 
that Emmet w&s learned in the art of 
war, or that he wa.i a great military 
organizer, but I do claim th»t he was 
the imporsonation of Ireland's heart, 
Ireland's genius, Ireland's purity and 
Ireland's patriotism. 
The testimony 


of his genius is the golden stream of 
eloquence that rolled from his lips wheu 
standing on the brink of eternity, which 
still murmurs on oar ears and keeps his 
memory green. His speech delivered 
here to-night is n monument more en- 
during than brass or marble. The cir- 
cumstances attending its delivery leave 
it without n peer. It will be read and 
spoken by the aspiring j-o.;th of free 
A'merica ami free Ireland, too, until 
time shall bo no more. His purity of 
character is attested by the solemnity of 
his dying declaration, that in his young 
lifetime he never raised his voice to 
assert u lie. His patriotism is manifested 
by the manner of his death, which iu 
point of barbarity has no parallel in the 
history of modern civilization. Doubt- 
iess yon are all familiar with the sad de- 
tails. 
On the night before his execution 


he wrote farewell Utters to som» rela- 
tives, and to his sweetheart, Sarah Cur- 
ran. 
He plaited a tress of her hair nnd 


pinned it on the Upel ol bis coat which 
he wore to the scaffold. 
He drew a per- 


fect picture of himself surrounded by 
all tha paraphernalia of execution. He 
kissed hia jailer, whose eyes were wet 
with tears of sympathy for his prisoner. 
He made a request that he be permittee: 
to die in tha uniform of an "Irish Reb- 
el." 
He loosed his necktie, that th« 


stroke of the executioner's ax might be 
unerring. His blood leaked through 
the chinks of the scaffold, and tbe dugs 
of Thomas street licked it np. Wheu 
the bead was severed from the body toe 
headsman held it aloft before the rnulti 
tude and exclaimed: "This is th» heac 
of Robert Emmet, the traitor." 


Three-quarters of a century hate 


•lapsed biuoo the enactment ol this 
bloody drama; enlightened public opin- 
ion baa now reversed the judgment o 
the infamous Norbury. 
To-day the 


scaffold on which he suffered ia regardec 
as a consecrated thing. The spot wher- 
on it stood is holy ground. The name 
of 
tbe "traitor" has bsen 
canon- 


ized and stands out in letters of living 
light on the glorious martyrology 01 
Freedom. I 
venture to assert that 


there is not a epot of civilized earth— 
no matter whether in the palace of Ihe 
deipot or the hovel of the peasant— 
that tha name of the "traitor" is not 
pronounced with respect. His bone» 
lie in a neglected church r a simple, nn 
inscribed slab the enly indication o 
their whereabouts. It dees ieem, Mr 
President, that the time is fast approach 
ing when loving hands will carve cpou 
it a suitable inscription. Ia it not prob- 
able that before ibe recurrence of this 
anniversary Ireland will huve taken her 
place amongst the nations of the earth? 
For nearly 800 years Irismen have been 
forced to travel and suffer iu the wilder- 
ness of persecution; but to-day they 
stand on the summit of Mount Nebo in 
foil view of the promised land. They 
are marching shoulder to shoulder, in 
solid column, to the inspiring music ol 
Freedom. They are led by the greaten 
captain of the age, Charles Stewart Par- 
nell. His sword has already piercei 
the Orange (?) center. In hia presence 
sectionalism vanishes like snow befon 
the Summer's sun.

Brothers, of Reflo, had the contact for 
the erection of the building, and consid- 
ering the small amount paid to them 
($12,700), the builders have not only 
given great satisfaction, bnt have dem- 
onstrated that Nevada mechanics are 
equal to the production of work which 


classical and literary features to practi- 
cal and scientific culture, and which 
aims to impart to the student those ele- 
ments of human knowledge which can 
better prepare him for progress in scien- 
tific studies. The central idea will bt 
to cultivate the perceptive faculties, the 
reason, the judgment and the taste, 
lather than tbe attempt to nurse into 
being prodigies of learning whose power 
ia chiefly expressed in their abilities to 
memorize and mumble dead formulas. 
The University of Nevada will endeavor 
to assist iU students to acquire sound 
mental discipline, liberal culture and a 
good preparation for the practical duties 
of life. While there is no royal rood to 
knowledge, and while intellectual growth 
is with the average man the fruit of 
sell-denial, industry and hard work, the 
Begents recognize that education, like 
other sciences, has made rapid advancei, 
assimilated new ideas and adopted new 
methods of work, tbe upplication of 
which in the class-room promotes a 
more vigorous development of the intel- 
lectual faculties. Tie system of in- 
struction will therefore be advised not 
so much to seek a dead uniformity of 
culture on some ideal grade as to dis- 
cover und develop the natural capacity 
of e»ch particular student, to fohtcr his 
latent talent, to ascertain his purpose-, 
nim, object and motive in life, and to 
meet his first nnd highest need, which' 
ia to have all the elements of manhood 
within him developed, ojiicksued nnd 


technical studies of tbe coarse, the 
student will receive sufficient training 
in those branches of modern physical 
science which lie at the basis of all in- 
dustries connected with mining—on the 
one hand, mathematics and its applica- 
tions, and on the other, chemistry and 
its allied branches. 


Instruction is given according to the 


nature of the subject, cither by lectures 
and recitations, or by practical exercise. 
Lectures will be delivered on crystallo- 
graphy and the physical properties and 
uses of the most important ore, gangtie 
and rock-forming minerals. Consider- 
able time will be devoted to practice in 
the determination of minerals by the 
use of the knife, lens, and streak plate. 
The course in mining includes instruc-1 


tion in the nature and mode of occur- 
rence of ores, prospecting and exploring 
ore deposits; United States laws govern- 
ing location of claims, open ont and 
quarry work, hand and machine drill- 
ing, explosives, blasting, tunneling, 
with methods ol excavation and timber- 
ing, shaft-sinking, timbering and wall- 
ing, stopmi> framing, hoisting, pump- 
ing and dra'iuuge, lighting, hydraulic 
and viver mining, general organization 
anil administration.
